He Complains of Violation of 
Confidence in Release of 
News of Signing Bill.

NEW YORK, June

Gov. Smith’s Statement. 
' Jn his statement, the Governor 
said: 

“According to the practice in the 
‘executive chamber my action and 
the memorandum accompanying it 
on the signature of the repeal of the 
Mullan-Gage law, was given to all 
of the newspaper correspondents in 
the executive chamber at 6 o'clock 
Friday evening, June l. 

“The memorandum carried a 
caption that the news was for re- 
lease for morning papers of June 2. 
I further had an understanding with 
the correspondents that my action 
on the bill was also for release on 
Satufday morning. All of the cor- 
respondents and news distributing 
agencies with but one exception did 
release the news on the following 
morning. The. Associated Press, 
however, released the news of my 
action immediately following my an- 
nouncement, and it was published 
by some evening papers taking its 
service.”’ 

Statement by Associated Press. 

The general manager of the Asso- 
ciated Press said:

The additional force of agents the 
prohibition unit will detail to New 
York promises to be small. The new 
appropriation of $9,000,000 will be 
available July-1, but $1,000,000 is re- 
quired for rentals and supplies and 
$3,000,000 goes for clerical forces, 
leaving $5,000,000, or one-tenth of 
what dry leaders estimatg would bw 
necessary to make prohibition really 
effective, for the hire of agents. 

Including warehouse guards the 
prohibition unit has 2300 agents. As- 
signed to New York gre 192 Federal 
agents, working under the State di- 
rector, and 50 general agents, under 
the zone chief. Until Congress grants 
more money the only course open to 
the unit is to weaken its forces in 
other sections and strengthen them 
in New York. Just how far this 
proces can .be continued without 
bringing a national enforcement cris- 
is is problematical.

Will Watch Local Enforcement.

The prohibition bureau feels the 
President should call upon the Gov- 
ernor for the dismissal of any who 
wilfully countenance open violation 
of the law. If a situation develops

WASHINGTON, June 2.-—On rec- 

ommendation of Postmaster Gen- 
eral New, President Harding today 
signed an executive order waiving 
the age limit and permitting the 
permanent appointment of George 
L. Williams, as laborer, in the Jef- 
ferson City, Mo., postoffice. 
A statement by the department 
says: “The action was taken in rec- 
ognition of Williams’ services in the 
identification which resulted in von- 
victions of mail robbers who _ held 
him up on March 1, 1921, and ob- 
tained some $36,000 worth of Lib- 
erty bonds. 

“During the robbery Williams was 
roughly handled. He was handcuff- 
ed to a tree 12 miles north of Jef- 
ferson City with his left arm extend- 
ed backward in such a manner that 
his shoulder was permanently in- 
jured, restricting the movement of 
his arm. 

“At the time of the robbery a 
highly organized band of criminal 
operating out of St. Louis had ren- 
dered convictions virtually impossi- 
ble through intimidation and bribery 
and in two cases witnesses who 
could not be subjected to pressure of 
this sort were murdered. 


Life Was in Danger. 


“Owing to Williams’ fearlessness 
in identifying those who held him 
up: and his willingness to testify 
against them,.his life wis subjected 
to constant danger, he was forced to 
remain close at home, and since the 
centract under which he had been 
employed as a mail messenger had 
been changed abcut the time of <he 
robbery, he was Gut of employment 
and his circumstances became ac.-ite. 

“Upon the recommendations. of 
Postoffice Inspectors he finally was 


appointed temporary laborer in the 


Jefferson City Postoffice, where he 
could be safe during the day, at ieast, 
from outside interference. Owing to 
his age—he was 57—Williams could 
not be given a permanent appoint- 
ment and his temporary position un- 
der the civil servite was placed in 
jeopardy every three months when 
examinations which he could not 
take, because of his age, were held to 
establish a regisfer of available men 
for appointment to his place. 


Was About to Lose Place. 


“Until the most recent examina- 
tion, however, none resulted in the 
certification of eligibles and Wil- 
liams was reappointed for each three 
months period. This condition could 
not last and when eligibles finally 
became available the veteran em- 
ploye visioned a lean future for him#? 
self and his wife in their declining 
years. 

“His place was to have béen taken 
today by another and a younger man. 
Postmaster General New, however, 
intervened, submitting the record of 
Williams to President Harding and 
as a result an executive ordér was 
Issued to permit the aged laborer 
who had performed his duty well, to 
remain in the service for at least a 
few more years, with the added satis- 
faction that his bread and butter was 
not likely to be snatched from his 
lips at the end of each quarter.

Brassie Should 
Be Used in Same 
Style as Driver 


American Open Champion Says 
Many Golfers Seek Too Much 
Elevation With Brassie. 


By Gene Sarazen, 
World’s Champion Golfer. 
(Copyright. 1923.) 

The brassie should be practically 
the same'as the driver. It is a mis- 
take to have a driver with a large 
head and a brassie with a small head 
in which the face is laid well back. 
A brassie in fact is nothing more 
than a driver with a brass sole, the 
face of which is laid back a little 
more than it is in the driver. 

However, for my own use, I pre- 
fer to have the face of the brassie 
similar to the driver, because you 
play the shot exactly as you would 
drive. 

Therefore, I say, if you have a 
driver measuring 42 inches, with a 
large head And with little loft*in the 
face see that the brassie is of about 
the same length and size. But do 
not have the face laid back too much. 
Many players make the mistake o1 
thinking the brassie must have plen- 
ty of loft in the face in order to get 
the ball up. You needn't worry 
about that if you hit the ball proper- 
ly. 

You use the braégsie to get distance 
through the fairway, of course, but 
you should never use this cluQ un- 
less you have a good lie. How often 
have you seen players stalk into the 
rough or into a trap, brassie in hand, 
with the one idea of getting dis- 
tance. Sometimes you do get a good 
lie in the rough, but the first thing 
to do when in trouble is to get out.

Max Carey, Pirate Captain, One 
| . Of Game’s Unrecognized Stars 


Pittsburg Outfielder Has Played Great Ball in 12 Years as Major 
Leaguer, but Has Received Little Credit for Ex- 
ceptional Play.

Ouce upon a time when fandom was trying to learn who was 


who on the fields of baseball, Barney Dreyfuss commented: 
‘‘Don’t overlook Max Carey. 
Yet the singular fact is that Carey, one of the mirdcle athdetes 


of all time, rarely is considered 


discussed. Ever since 1911 he has been doing the thing remark- 
able in the field, at the plate and on the bas¢s—but no one has 


paid much attention ta it. 


Perhaps it's all because there's no 
fire, no dash, no violence, no grand 
stand stuff about Carey; probably his 
éreatness as a star has been dimmed 
by his own modesty and his native 
shyness. 

Fur back In 1907 Carey haa ambi- 
tions to become a minister. During 
his college days he played ball and 
disported so splendidly that there 
came to him in 1909 a call to play 
with South Bend, in the Central As- 
sociation. Carey accepted, not be- 
cause of ambition to become a pro- 
fessional ballplayer, but for two rea- 
sons—the job would enable him to 
earn money to defray costs of going 
to a seminary and he loved the game 
and was loathe to leave it so soon. 


The Call of the Majors.

him—and got him. Carey debated 
for awhile as to whether he would 
go to the big league—and finally the 
lure overwhelmed him. He joined 
the Pirates as an outfielder with the 
opening of the 1911 seascn ..nd. has 
been with them ever since. 

“Max Carey is the speedjest man 
that has come into the National 
League in more than a generation,” 
they say of him. 

It’s true! 

Carey, in 12 years, has stolen 532 
bases—an average of 43 per season. 
No other player in National harness 
today is even close to him. Only Ty 
Cobb and Eddadie Coe'lins of all the 
men in the majors, exceed his aver- 
ge 


The remarkable thing about Carey 
is that added years have not slowed 
him on the pathways, as Cobb and 
Collins have slowed. Both of the 
latter have slipped far away from 
their base-stealing average in the last 
But Carey has increased 
his.

| All arguments and appeals of whatever char- 
vitter, if directed toward the granting of general 
amnesty, such as was proclaimed after the Ciql 
War, have left both this and the preceding 
“Sdministration cold.

Between the attitude of the department, 
however, and the contention of those urging 
amnesty on the issue of free speech there is a 
fundamental difference. Among the 25 pris- 
oners who were released on Christmas day, 
1921, were six members of the I. W. W. In 
all but one of the I. W. W. cases the department 
justified its action either on the ground that 
the men had recanted their beliefs or that they 
were aliens subject to immediate deportation. 

“This attitude of the department,’ says a 
statement by the American Civil Liberties Un- 
ion, “is in striking contrast to the theory of 
the law, which, of course, is that these men 
are in prison for a specific conspiracy to ob- 
struct the war, not for their beliefs or indus- 
trial activities {In the I. W. W.” 


The Fundamental Issue. 

It naturally follows from the expressed atti- 
tude of the department that prisoners who 
renounce their radical beliefs are subject to 
favored treatment. Thus the issue of free 
speech remains untouched by any action already 
taken or likely to be taken by the department. 
That is the fundamental issue in the case of 
the “‘political prisoners.”’ 

Senator Borah, in his usual] trenchant man- 
ner, developed this thought in his Lexington 
Theater (New York) speech on amnesty, March 
1i—a speech delivered, it might be noted, 
under the auspices of a post of the World War 
Veterans. a former service men’s organization 
which does not subscribe to the American Le- 
¢ion’s ideas on the amnesty question: 

“What is the real, the controlling reason for 
denying these political prisoners their free- 
dom?” said Borah. “It is not, in my opinion, 
the offense for which they were convicted. It 
is not because the court record condemns them. 
It is fer another offense—unknown to the 
criminal code and undisclosed in the sentence 
under which they are now serving. 

“These men, it is claimed, are members of 
an organization known as the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World—an organization, as many 
of us believe, antagonistic in its teachings) to 
the good order and happiness of society and 
to the principles of representative government. 
I understand they are members of this organ- 
ization. some of them at least. Let that fact 
he conceded. Let it be conceded that they are 
helievers in these insupportable doctrines. But 
these men are not now in prison, under sanction 
of law. for sabotage, for acts of violence to 
either persons or property. They are being 
punished for political offenses—charged with 
having offered opinions upon the war and the 
activities of the Government in the prosecution 
of the war.” 


Of Far Deeper Concern. 


Again Borah said, arousing intense enthusi- 
asm: 

“There is a much broader prirciple, my 
friends, involved in this matter, one of far 
deeper concern, than the freedom of 53 (there 
were then 53) men. At the bottom of 
the controversy there lies the question of what 
constitutes free speech and free press under the 
American flag.” 

He then read the constitutional provision that 
“Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment. of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom 
of speech or of the press.”’ 

“The Constitution in its guarantees makes 
no distinctions,’ said Borah, “it knows no class, 
it recognizes neither prestige nor poverty— 
under its terms al! stand upon a plane of 
equality. All therefore who prize human lib-

erty will be jealous to see the Constitution 
administered according to its letter and its 
spirit.

The case for the “political: prisoners’ may 
rest there for a moment, in the able hands of 
Senator Borah. Borah is often, like Reed, 
magnificently right. His speech is worth read- 
ing in full. 

The Borah meeting occasioned the latest for- 
mal expression by President Harding on the 
amnesty question. Lawson Purdy of New York, 
chairman of the meeting, asked for an appoint- 
ment with the President to present amnesty 
resolutions adopted by the meeting... The Presi- 
dent declined to see Purdy in this connection. 
He wrote (April, 1923): 

“Tl really can see no reason for asking your 
committee to journey to Washington to see me, 
because I am committed to bring this contro- 
versy to an early close, and a visit on the part 
of your committee would not facilitate matters 
or expedite the release for a single moment. 

“Many of them (the prisoners) would have 
been released by this time if it had not been 
for the illness of the Attorney-General, who 
has been giving these applications his personal 
attention. I asked him to do so and have not 
been disposed to annul the request. 

“T am sure we will get to them very shortly 
and I will be quite as glad as you are when 
the contention over these prisoners becomes a 
closed question.”’ 

Sketch of the Background. 

Before going further into the movement for 
and against the release of the ‘‘pplitical pris- 
oners,”’ it is desirable, in the interest of a clear 
understanding of the question, to sketch in the 
background. 

Three groups of prisoners were brought to 
trial by the Government in prosecutions of the 
I. W. W. during the war, on charges of con- 
spiracy to obstruct the war and the draft act. 
At Chicago, in the Haywood trial, 100 were 
convicted, of whom 22 are still in priggn. In 
the so-called Wichita case, 25 were convicted, 
of whom four are still in ppjson, and at Sacra-

First, the Chicago case: William D. Hay- 
wood and the others, all admittedly members 
or officers of the I. W. W., were indicted on 
five counts—three so-called ‘“‘industrial counts” 
and two so-called “‘war counts.’’ One of the 
industrial counts was withdrawn by the court 
from fhe consideration of the jury. Of the 
two other industrial counts, one charged a con- 
under Section 6 of the Criminal Code 
force the execution of the war 
program (in other words, to practice sabotage 
against the prosecution of the war), and the 
other charged a conspiracy to intimidate a 
large number of persons in their right to exe- 
cute contracts without interference. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals reversed the 
conviction of the defendants on each of these 
industrial counts, saying that no case was made 
on either of them. The sabetage charges, in 
other words, were thrown out, leaving the con- 
viction of the defendants rest on the charges 
in the two war counts. 


First of the War Counts. 

The first of the war counts (Count 3 of the 
indictment) charged a conspiracy to procure 
certain persons to refuse to register under the 
draft and other persons to desert the military 
service. On this count the defendants were 
each given two years. Sentenced on Aug. 39, 
1918, they began serving their time within a 
week, so that all have long since completed 
their sentences on Count 3.

The defendants are now in jail, therefore, 
solely because of their conviction on the other 
(Count 4 of the indictment), which 
was brought under the Espionage Act. The 
particuler rround for indictment under this act 
ie Section 3 of Title 1, which pravides, stripped 
of legal verbiage, that anyone making or con- 
veving false reports calculated to interfere with 
the military or attempting to foment 
disloyaity or obstructing the recruiting service 
shall be fined not more than $10,000 or impris- 
not more than 20 vears. or both. 

Under this: section, the Chicago defendants 
were charged. in Count 4, with having conspired 
to cause insubordination in the military forces 
and to obstruct recruiting— 

“by means of personal solicitation. of public 
speeches, of articles printed in certain news- 
papers (12 are named) circulating throughout 
the United States, and of the public distribution 
of certain pamphlets entitled: ‘War and the 
Workers,’ ‘Patriotism and the Workers’ and

HE actual time served by these pris- 
T cners ranges from about two and a half 
years to about four and a half years. 
Most of the men are manual workers, in 
the thirties and forties, and without record- 
ed home connections. Those sentenced at 
Chicago were for the most part officers or 
organizers of the I. W. W. Bentall, who 
was convicted separately from the I. W. W. 
cases, was the editor of a Socialist paper at 
Duluth, Minn., and O’Connell, also not of 
the I. W. W. group, is a lawyer of San 
Francisco. Except where otherwise noted 
in the list, the prisoners are American 
cifizens.

‘Preamble and Constitution of the Industrial 
Workers of the World,’ the same being solicita- 
tions, speeches, articles and pamphlets persist- 
ently urging ingybordination, disloyalty and 
refusal of duty in sald military and naval forces 
and failure and refusal on the part of available 
persons to enlist therein.”’ 

This count, it will be noticed, does not em- 
brace any charge of destruction of property, 
but relates solely to the expression of opinions 
ahout the war. 

The sentences imposed by the District Court 
on the various counts were concurrent, so that, 
as pointed out in a brief by Otto Christensen, 
attorney for the defendants, submitted to the 
Attorney-General, the question of whether or 
not there was any evidence to prove the of- 
fenses charged in each of the counts was direct- 
ly before the Court of Appeals for determina- 
tion. This point is stressed in the attorney's 
comment on the action of the Court of Appeals, 
with all the evidence before it, in throwing out 
the industrial charges. 


Act Purely War Measure.

Charges similar to those made at Chicago 
were brought against the I. W. W. defendants 
in the Wichita case. Twenty-five were sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary and appealed their 
eases to the Umited States Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the Eighth Circuit, which reversed 
the decision of the lower court as to Count 1 
(an inaustrial count). As 20 of the 25 had 
received their heavy sentences on Count 1, and 
only one year in jail in Counts 2, 3 and 4, the 
effect of the decision of the Appellate Court 
was to release them immediately from jail. 
The other defendanfs had received their heavy 
sentences on Count 3, which was sustained, and 
therefore the reversal did not affect their terms. 

The four who remain in prison as a resuit 
of the Wichita ,prosecution are, like the Chi- 
cago defendants, there because of conviction of 
violating the Espionage Act. The count of the 
indictment under this act was exactly the same 


as the corresponding count tn the Chicago case; 
the charge, namely, that the prisoners ob- 
structed the war by the oral and printed ex- 
pression of their views. 


The Court of Appeals which threw out the 
Wichita count charging the use of force and 
violence was a different court from that which 
reached the same conclusion in the Chicago 
case. 


The Sacramento case is on a somewhat dif- 
ferent footing from the other two. In this 
case all but three of the 46 .defendants re- 
fused to make any defense, their silence, ac- 
cording to Christensen, being ‘traceable to their 
conviction that both courts and juries had a 
deep-seated prejudice against persons charged 
with ‘war offenses’ and to offer a defense 
would be futile.” A general verdict of guilty 
was returned and a genera! sentence imposed. 
With the exception of additional overt acts 
pleaded, the indictment was practically the 
same as that in the Chicago case. 


Transportation of Dynamite. 

These overt acts included the transportation 
of dynamite and the setting of fires (arson) 
—charges which may account for the small 
proportion of the convicted men who have been 
released as compared with the Chicago and 
Wichita defendants. 

Space limits forbid more than a few details 
of a trial which dragged on for two months 
and which, according to some versions, was 
marked by persecution of the defendants, 
though the charge of the trial Judge was re- 
markably fajr. 

‘The mere fact that these defendapts are 
Industrial Workers of the World,” said Judge 
Rudkin,. “should not justify a verdict of guilty. 


The fact that they may be found to be con- 


scientious objectors to war should not be held 
against them in the consideration of this case, 
Opinions which they hold in opposition to war 
and which undeniably stand alone are not an 
evidence of guilt.” 

Three groups of prisoners were consolidated 
under one indictment and all charged With all 
the crimes. All were charged with 11 fires,

| Bernard Shaw’s View. 
In England, noted for its ewift

After going through the. record, 
reading, as he Said, every page with 
care and thought, he reached the 
conclusion that not.one of the men 
should have been convicted. 
Testifying at a Public hearing be- 
fore the House Judiciary Committee 
on March 16, 1922, Maj. Lanier ex- 
pressed himself in forceful language. 

It is my opinion,” said Maj. Lan- 
ler, “that none of these men were 
Properly convicted, because I think 
that the indictments were vitally de- 
fective. I do not think that if I had 
been on the jury, I would have con- 
victed a single one of them, because 
there was no evidence . that 
those men were guilty of the con- 
spiracy with which they were 
charged oe 

“Of course, this case went up to 
the Court of Appeals, but that court 
only considers questions of law. AS8 
you know, they do not pass upon 
questions of fact, or as to whether 
a jury made a jackass of itself or 
not.” 


To forestall the suspicion that he 


might be in sympathy with -he I, 
W. W., Maj. Lanier told the commit- | 
tee that all his life his associations 
and affiliations had been with the | 
so-called ‘capitalist class:"’ that, 
conceding the sincerity of the mein- 
bers of the organization, he was ut- 
terly opposed to their program. 
“Whatever prejudices I have in the 
premises,’’ said Maj. Lanier, ‘‘are all 
uncompromisingly against the I. 
Ww. Ww.” ) 

Continuing his statement, Maj. La- 
nier said that evidence was pro- 
duced at Chicago which completely 
disproved the conspiracy charge 
against the I. W. W. 

The Two Safest Ports. 

“The ports of Wilmington 2nd 
Philadelphia,” he said, “were abso- 
lutely under the control of the I. 
W. W., not only before we entered 
the war, but after we entered the| 
war. All of the men at those ports | 
were members of that organization, | 
and at New York and Boston they | 
were in charge of the National! Long- | 
shoremen’'s Union. | 

“Time after time ships sailing frorn | 
the ports of New York and Boston) 
were maliciously laden, and in some | 
instances bombs were placed  »°%n)| 
them. Those ships had to put back 
after they had gone to sea, and were 
carried down to Wilmington and 
Philadelphia and reloaded by J. W. 
W. longshoremen. In not a gingle 
instance were any of those ships mis- 
laden that sailed from either of 
those two ports, and they were re-| 
garded as the safest ports frem 
which supplies were carried overseas. 
This was testified to by people who | 
were not I. W. W.'s or approved of 
the outfit.” 

“Now, if a conspiracy had existed 
among these people, do you not agree 
with me that here, at these two 
ports, they had the greatest oppor- 
tunity in the world to show “heir | 
antagonism to the war and hinder | 
the Government? * * * That testi- 
mony is not only the testimony of 
these defendants, but their testimcny 
is supported by people who feel to- 
ward the I. W. W. just as I do; who 
have had no connection with them 
atall. But we have got in this coun- 
try some people who believe in jus- 
tice to all men, regardless of what 
the belief of those individual per- 
sons may be." | 

Bodies Favoring Amnesty. 

Scores of organizations, including 
church societies, labor unions, civic 
federations and women's clubs, have 
at one time or another gone on rec- 
ord for amnesty to the remaining 
pclitical prisoners. Among them, to 
rrention only a few, are the Wom- 
en’s International League, the Feder- 
al Council of Churches, the Chicago 
Church Federation, the American 
Federation of Labor, the Women’s 
Trade Union League, the Committee 
of 48, the World War Veterans, the 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, the Methodist Federation for 
Social Service and the Private Sol- 
diers and Sailors Legion. 

Petitions said to have contained 
more than a million names have at 
vatious times been presented to the 
President, the Vice President, ihe 
Speaker of the House and individual 


roembers of Congress. A delegation 
which presented a memorial for 1m- 
1.ésty to the President included such 
persons as George M. Lamont of 
New Jersey, a leading banker and 
farmer candidate for the United 
States Senate; the Rev. Mercer Green 
Johnston of Baltimore, who was dec- 
orated for distinguished service in 
France; Gen. W. H. Bixby, retired, a 
Civil War veteran; Father John 
Ryan of the Catholic University of 
America, and William Allen White 
of Kapsas. 

The fight for amnesty is being ac- 
tively waged at present by the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union of New 
York, and its offshoot, the Joint 
Amnesty Committee of Washington, 
of which Gilson Gardner of the ed- 
itorial board of the Scripps newspa- 
pers, is chairman. The committee 
is supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions. 

Impetus has been given the am- 
nesty movement recently by the ac- 
tive adhesion to it of Senator Pep- 
per, Republican, of Pennsylvania, a 
constitutional lawyer of high repute. 

View of Senator Pepper. 

After going through the record cf 
the Chicago trial, Pepper said: “I 
am satisfied myself that in not one 
of the 28 cases I laoked into did the 
evidence justify a continuance of 
restraint, and I then recommended 
to the Attorney-General and also di- 
rect to the President that uncondi- 
tional amnesty be granted to these 
men. It is a fact that all were I. Ww. 
W.'’s, but it ought to go without say- 
ing that I did not take that into con- 
siGeration either for or against 
them. 

“Each of these men presented a 
problem fn human liberty.” 

Pepper said he was hopeful the 
public would understand that “none 


of these is a case of violence or in- 
jury to life or property. The most 
there is against these men is their 


utterances, in and out of print, ex- 


pressing opposition to the war or/| 
indifference to it. They were con- 
victed at a time when public senti- 
ment was s@ch that it prevented a 
fair trial.’’ 

Numerous other eminent lawyers 
have gone on record to the same ef- 
fect. Only brief excerpts from a 
few opinions can be given here. 

Samuel Untermyer of New York 
said: “I have never been able to 
reconcile the punishments inflicted 
upon these people with our concep- 
tion of liberty of speech, however 
greatly we have disagreed with their 
point of view. . The whole 
thing seems like a nightmare, and 
the théught that these people are 
still in prison, many of them for 
long terms, nearly five years after 
the war is ended, brings the flush 
of shame to the cheek of every true 
American.” 

Charles Nagel’s Opinion. 

Charles Nagel of St. Louis, former 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
said: “There is no substantial doubt 
from a reading of the opinions of 
the Court of Appeals that while sen- 
tences and fines were separately im- 
posed upon the several counts, the | 
very severe sentences were based, in 
large part, upon the charges in the) 
indictments that were dismissed by 
the Court of Appeals. In no other | 
way can the extreme sentences upon | 
the fourth count be accounted for. 
By that test the prisoners have now | 
served longer terms than the | 
charges held valid would support. 
It is obvious that these men were| 
tried under conditions of unreason- 
ing excitement that could not obtain | 
in times of peace, and that practical- | 
ly precluded unbiased judgment and | 
fairness in the trials.” 

Frank P. Walsh of New York, for- 
merly joint chairman of the War La- 
bor Board, said: “[7pon requests 
received from many quarters, I have | 
made a very careful examination and | 
study of the record in the cases of | 
those persons still confined in Fed- 
eral prisons charged with violations | 
of war-time sedition and espionage | 
laws. Iam satisfied that an inves- | 
tigation of these records would con- 
vince any fair-minded lawyer in the | 
United States that there is not one) 
of these men still in prison, who is 
not a victim of a monstrous miscar- | 
riage of justice.” | 

Harold L. Ickes, one of the found-| 
ers of the Progressive Party and a | 
leading lawyer of Chicago, said: “‘l 
have no doubt that future genera- 
tions of Americans will regard with 
unrelieved wonder a state of public 
opinion that permitted the retention | 
cf men in prison for expressions re- 
garding a war, four years and more | 
after that war had ended.” | 
Maj. Gen. John F. O’Ryan’s Opinion. | 

That the American Legion does 
not express the unanimous view of | 
the former service men is attestea| 
by statements by the World War) 


veterans, in one of which the presi- | 
dent, Jack Bradon, called on all for-|

pression of opinion by Major General | 
John F. O’Ryan, who commanded the)

“That a man should receive a sen-| 
tence of 20 years’ imprisonment for) 
expressing an opinion and advocat-' 
ing in general terms the violation of; 
a statutory law, comes as a shock.| 
Some of these prisoners, it would) 
seem, were convicted solely for the) 
expression of opinion. If the purpose | 
was to give a ‘knockout’ to the ac-| 
tivities of the disloyal, the action tak-| 
en would seem long since to have. 
served that purpose. | 

“If, as it would seem from the pa-| 
pers I have read, the continued im-| 
prisonment of these men is. harsh| 
and not necessary in the interest of | 
law and order, then they are likely) 
to become martyrs, and martyrdom) 
has always tended to strengthen the| 
cause for which it suffers. There| 
may be justification for another view, 
but if so, the papers I have seen do 
not disclose it to me. 

“A generous interpretation of lib- 
erty is a much safer policy for a rep- 
resentative form of Government than 
is a narrow executive and judicial 
policy which. would make martyrs) 
of men for their opinions beaause) 
their opinions are illogical and un-| 
scund. 

“As a result of such study as I 
have been able to make of the mat-| 
ter of the imprisonment of the poli- 
tical prisoners, I have reached the 
conclusion that they should be re- 
leased. In reaching this conclusion, 
I was greatly influenced by the re- 
sult of Senator Pepper's investiga- 
tion.”’

American Legion’s Position. | 

The organized opposition to am- | 
nesty, as has been stated, comes in | 
most part from the American Le- 
gion. At its last convention, in New | 
Orleans, the legion adopted a resolu- | 
tion reaffirming “unalterable opposi- | 
tion to a general amnesty” for ‘“‘per- 
sons now confined in Federal peni- 
tetiaries under conviction for treas- 
oable conduct against the Govern- 
ment of the United States." 

In the opinion of legion spokes- 
men at headquarters here, the 
espionage act offenders are rot “po- 
litical prisoners,” but “common 
criminals, who tried to stab their 
country in the back."’ .

What Europe Has Done. 
The statement is frequently ma@e 


—Iit was made by Borah at New 


York and at St. Louis—that 
all the European countries with 
which the United States was 
associated in the war have pro- 
claimed amnesty for offenses similar 
to those for which men are still im- 
prisoned in America. Though the 
American Legion (but without doc- 
umentary proof) disputes this, the 
essential accuracy of the claim seems 
to be borne out in two official Senate 
documents, publishe@ in 1920, con- 
taining the report of President Wil- 
s0n in response to a Senate ~-solu- 
tion askinf for information. 

Italy, by royal decree dated Nov. 
18, 1918, granted amnesty to per- 
convicted of disseminating 
false stateme:..3 concerning the de- 
fense of the State, etc., and of deeds 
tending to depress the public spirit. 
These. were offenses similar to those 
of which the American political pris- 
oners were convicted under Section 
3 of Title 1 of the espionage act. 

France, by act of the Chamber of 
Deputies, in 1919, granted full am- 
nesty in respect to ‘all offenses and 
contraventions in matters of meet- 
ings, elections, strikes and demon- 
strations on the public hghway, and 
infractions * * concerning indis- 
cretions of the press in the time of 
war.’’ 

Belgium by legislative enactment 
in 1919 granted amnesty with some 
exceptions to all military prisoners. 

“Amnesty to All” in Canada. 

Canada in 1919 proclaimed am- 
nesty to all persons imprisoned for 
“offenses against the military serv- 
ice act, 1917, and the orders and reg-} 
ulations of the Governor in Council 
respecting military service, or for 
committed in Canada 
against military law punishable by 
courts martial * °* *% 

There was no decree of general 
amnesty in Great Britain, but in that 
country the sentences for offenses of 
the nature of those prosecuted under 
our espionage act were comparative- 
ly light, generally less than a year. 
The maximum penalty prescribed in | 
the defense of the realm act was six | 
months. It seems a fair assumption, | 
that England's political | 
prisoners were all, or 
released within a year after the end | 
of the war.

416,000 BARRELS OF APPLES 
CALHOUN COUNTY'S 1922 OUTPUT 


St. Louis Received 281,820 Barrels 
of This Amount—Prospects Good 
for Another Big Crop. 

The total shipment of apples »ut 
of Calhoun County, known as the | 
“apple kingdom” of Illinois, -tor | 
1922, was 416,001 barrels. Of this, | 
St. Louls received 281,820, or three- 
fourths of the total output of che 
county, according to figures gath- 
ered from landing keepers along ine 
Mississippi and Illinois river in Cal- 
houn County. This includes 379,611 
barrels of apples and 7278 barrels of 
cider equal to 35,390 barrels. 

Calhoun County reaped a big har- 
vest on its apple crop last year. The 
apples survived late freezes and cold 
spring rains and upset the gloomy 
estimates in early season of a crop 
failure. The highest price ever paid 
for a single crop was received ry 
Chris Ringhausen, when he sold his 
entire apple and peach crop in Jer- 
sey and Calhoun counties to a Chi- 
cago firm for $52,000, on the trees. 
Picking and shipping was done at 
the expense of the buyers, gwho paid 
Ringhausen about $2 a barrel for 
apples and $1.75 a bushel “for 
peaches. 

Prospects for the apple crop in 
Calhoun and Jersey counties «his 
year indicate that it will exceed ‘he 
bumper crop of 1922. Peaches also 
appear to prosper, notwithstanding 
the severe cold weather which pre- 
vailed all spring. Leading orchar!- 
ists say that the Jonathan crop of 
apples does not look promising as ‘t

What Preceded Bolshevism. 


It may sound like quoting ancient history 
to revert to the events of eight or nine years 
ago, but no one can understand Russia or do 
justice to its unhappy people without recalling 
the incidents that led to the great catastrophe. 

Those who denounce any dealings with the 
existing order seem to have persuaded them- 
selves that pre-revolutionary Russia was gov- 
erned by a gentle and beneficent despotism 
which conferred the blessings of tolerant and 
kindly fatherhood upon a well-ruled household. 
In no particular is this a true picture of the 
former regime. 


The fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul was not 
erected nor its dungeons dug by the bolshevists. 
Siberia was not set up as a penal settlement 
for political offenders for the first time—if at 
all—by the bolshevists. Ip 1906 about 45,000 
political exiles were deported to endure the 
severities of Siberia. Persecution of suspected 
religious leaders was not started by the soviets. 
To them does not belong the discredit of ini- 
tiating methods of pogromism. But let us not 
forget that beyond all these circumstances 
the revolution was rendered inevitable by the 
ineptitude and corruption of the old system, and 
especially by the terrible suffering and humilia- 
tion which that state of things inflicted on 
Russia in the great war. 


Anyone who has read “Memoirs of an Am- 
bassador,” by M. Paleologue, will find a com- 
plete explanation in its pages of the savage 
hatred with which the Russian revolutionaries 
viewed all those who were associated in any 
degree with the old order. He tells the story 
of how a gallant army found itself at the crit- 
ical hour without ammunition, rifles, transport, 
and often without food. No braver or more de- 
voted men ever fought for their country than 
the young peasants who made up the Russian 
armies of 1914, 1915 and 1916. With little and 
often no artillery support they faced without 
faltering the best equipped heavy artillery in 
the world. They were mown down by shell fire 
and machine guns by the million. Their aggre- 
gate casualties up to September, 1916, even 
according to the Czarist Generals of the day, 
were five millions. In reality they were much 
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one consideration. What matters to us is 
not so much the Russian Government as 
the people of Russia, and for the moment 
the Bolshevist administration constitutes 
the only medium for dealing with that 
mighty nation. As long as it remains the 
only constituted authority in Russia, every 
act of hostility against it injures Russia.”

| The “Exhibition of Importance.” 


There is nothing in war comparable to the 
trustful heroism of these poor peasants. We 
know now why there were no rifles or shells or 
wagons. The wholesale corruption of the regime 
has been exposed to the world by irrefutable 
documentary evidence. 

Here are a few extracts from M. Paleologue’s 
interesting book. One extract from his diary 
reads: 

Lack of ammunition means that the role 
of the artillery in battle is necessarily in- 
significant. The whole burden of the fight- 
ing falls on the infantry, and the result is 
a ghastly expenditure of human life. A day 
or two ago one of Grand Duke Sergius’ col- 
laborators, Col. Engelhardt, said to Maj. 
Webrlin, my second military attache: 
“We're paying for the crimes of our admin- 
istration with the blood of our men.” 

About the same date, talking about the de- 
plorable state of things, Grand Duke Sergius, 
who was Inspector-General of the Artillery, 
said to the French Ambassador: “When I 
think that this exhibition of impotence is all 
our aristocratic system has to show it makes 
me want to be republican.”’ 

When a Grand Duke talked like that early 
in 1915, what must the peasant soldier have 
thought by the spring of 1917, after millions 
of his comrades had been slaughtered as a re- 
sult of the same “exhibition of impotence’’? 

¥ is no use pointing to the fact that our own 
army was also short of ammunition at that date. 
The British army was a small army, organized 
on a basis of a maximum expeditionary force of 
six divisions. The Russian army was a great 
conscript force, organized on a basis of 100 di- 
visions in the field. 


“Of Men We Have Enough.” 


I recollect well our own military reports from 
the Russian fronts. They provided much dis- 
tressing reading. They filled you with com- 
passion for the millions of gallant men who 
were victims of corruption and stupidity in high 
places. I recall one statement made to our 
General which betrays the callous indifference 
with which men in authority seemed to treat 
the appalling sacrifice of life amongst fhe loyal 
soldiers who were facing death without a mur- 
mur because the “Little Father” willed it.

You can easily 
evoke resounding cheers amongst the thought- 
less by declaring melodramatically that you 
will never “shake hands with a murderer.” 
In practice this policy has always been a failure. 
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When the Innocent Must Suffer. 


Mr. Pitt, in a famous passage, declined to 
assent to that doctrine when he was attacked 
for trying to open negotiations with the “as- 
sassins” of the French Revolution. He was 
driven out of this calm and rational attitude by 
the inflammable rhetoric of Burke, aided by 
the arrogance of the victorious revolutionaries. 
Nevertheless, the sequel proved he was right. 
French bolshevism was not defeated by foreign 
armies, nor starved out by a British blockade. 
But it was driven into the arms of Napoleon, 
and Europe suffered bitterly for the folly of 
hot-heads on both sides. It would have been 
better for that generation had it listened to the 
wise counsel of William Pitt. 

If you decline to treat with Ryssia as long as 
its present rulers remain in power, then you 
ought to place Turkey in the same category. 
The military junta that governed Turkey has 
been guilty of atrocities at least as vile as 
any committed by the bolshevists. But at Lau- 
sanne we ostentatiously stretched the friendly 
hand of Britain to the authors of the Armenian 
massacres. And France and Italy—yes, and 
America—also tendered the same warm hand- 
shake. I am not critici#ing the offer of amity 
made as a condition of peace. We must make 
peace in the world, and you cannot do so if you 
put whole nations off your visiting list because 
of the misconduct of those who govern them. 
Once you begin you are not quite sure where 
it will end. 

In these cases the innocent suffer most. A 
refusal to trade with Russia would not deprive 
the soviet commissaries of a single necessity or 
comfort of life. The Communists are quite 
strong enough to take care of themselves. But 
the peasants—who are not communists—would 
continue to suffer, and their suffering would 
increase as their reserves of clothing and other 
essentials became completely exhausted. And 
the people of this country, who need the produce 
of Russia for their own use, would also suffer to 
a certain extent. 

America can afford this exalted aloofness. 
She is exporter of these commodities. But we 


the people of the United States should 
not be allowed to decide what sort of 
legislation they want without inter- 
ference by the Supreme Court. 


Even if we require ¢- decision of this’ 


nature by the Supreme Court to be 
unanimous, there is danger that the 
financial interests might in a few 
years get unanimous control of the 
Supreme Court. They can afford to 
let one or two Progressives be on the 
Supreme Court even under present 
conditions. 

Ray Lyman Wilbur, president of 
Leland Stanford University: For 
practical political reasons, I think 
that six Judges should concur in any 
decision which declares an act of Con- 
gress unconstitutional. This would 
satisfy public demand and be a suffi- 
cient check on congressional abuse of 
power. ; |

easy to make a repair of this size 
as a smaller one. 

“With all repairs except a pinhole 
a backing must be provided inside 
the tube for the gum rubber to rest 
on while it is being cured. This will 
hold the rubber in position and help 
it unite the fractured edges of the 
tube. 

“When treating a small puncture 
the hole should be slightly enlarged 
by cutting a circular hole. This will 
make it easier to insert the backing 
and also provide a clean edge for the 
gurn to take hold of. In the case 
of a large hole, this should also be 
trimmed, so that the hole will be 
either circular or oval. After the hole 
is trimmed the inside of the tube 
should be scraped over a Ilarze 
enough surface to receive the hack- 
|ing strip. This strip can be made 
| from a piece of an old inner tube and 
‘should be large enough to allow a 
\liberal margin all around the hole. 
|Clean the upper surface of this strip 
| well, roll it up, and push it through 
| the hole into the tube. 
| “When it is inside arrange it #0 
i'that it is in the proper position. It 
‘is then ready to receive the cement. 
| This ean best be applied with a small 
| stick, which ts inserted between the 
tube and the patch on one side while 
the other edge is held securely to 
prevent its moving. The tube is now 
treated in the usual way. The gum 
is put on and vulcanized and a }:er- 
fect section will be the result. The 
reason for applying the cement after 
the backing strip is in place, is that 
itis very difficult to insert and locete 
the strip when it is cemented. 

“Sometimes the vulcanizer has a 
tendency to stick to the patch after 
it is cured. To prevent this, place a 
piece of cloth over the rubber and|- 
between the patch and the face cf 
the vulcanizer. It will then be found 
easy to tear this off of the repair 
after the vulcanizing is done.”

The ready conjecture that the murderer is a 
negro is strengthened by the description given 
by Miss Johnson, who describes him as “light 
‘brown.”” There is always the possibility, how- 
ever, that the criminal, as is not infrequently 
done in the South, has darkened his skin to sim- 
ulate a negro’s complexion, for the purpose of 
diverting suspicion. While the authorities are 
not losing sight of this possibility, they incline 
to the belief that the murderer is really a negro. 

Spencer, who was shot to death without the 
chance to defend himself, was 24 years old 
and the manager of a chain store. He had 
been paying attention for several months to 
Miss Johnson, 20-year-old teacher at the Maury 
School. Wednesday evening Spencer called at 

Miss Johnson’s home, 3534 Summer avenue, in 
the Highland Heights section, and took her to 
2 vaudeville show. After the show they had 
supper and then Spencer drove leisurely to- 
ward the Eastern suburban district. 

It was a little after midnight when they 
reached Highland avenue, a scenic highway 


It was only because the murderer’s aim was 
less certain than usual that the latest tragedy, 
a week ago, in which W. O. Spencer was killed 
and Miss Laura Wheaton Johnson was wound- 
ed, did not entirely duplicate that of last Jan. 
27, in which Duncan A. Waller and Mrs. Ruth 
McElwain Tucker were killed. 

Except that in the latest instance the girl 
survived, the circumstances were so identical 
as to leave no doubt in the minds of the 
detectives that both crimes were the work of 
the same man. 

In both cases the man was shot from behind 
through the window of the automobile, and in 
each case the girl was then shot. Robbery 
is the accepted motive, but with a probable 
admixture of homicidal mania, manifesting it- 
self without that being necessitated in the 
accomplishment of robbery. 

Also, there was striking similarity in the 
circumstances of the preceding crimes, all oc- 
curring on suburban driveways and the taking 
of life wanton.

The youthful Archduke’s relatives were de- 
lighted with his choice; for the romances of 
the Hapsburgs, the most rigidly aristocratic 
Yamily in Europe, had been signalized by a se- 
ries of wild marriages for love.

The world has 
never forgotten Leonidas and his 300 Spartans, 
who in the year 480 B. C. perished to the last 
man fighting heroically to stem the Persian 
hordes in the narrow pass of Thermopylae. 
Piven after 2403 years the tourist who visits that 
spot in the mountains that divides Thessaly from 
Locris feels a thrill wheu he reads the words 
of Simonides which seem to come from the 
shades of the gallant defenders: “Go, O strang- 
er, and tell the Lacedaemonians that we lie 
here Obeying their orders.” 

So, if 2403 years have not dimmed the glory 
of Leonidas, neither have 47 clouded the fame 
of Custer and his 226 cavalrymen who left their 
bones on the plains that slope down to the Lit- 


tle Big Horn. 
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The Custer Monument that now tops the highest point on the battlefield as a me- 
morial to the members of the gallant Seventh Cavalry, who fell in the historic 


fight with the Sioux Indians. 


On the face of the monument, as it appears in the 


photograph, can be seen the names of some of the members of the lost command. 
The battlefield is now a national cemetery. 


The visitor to that battlefield, now a na- 
tional cemetery, sees on the highest point, in- 
‘losed within an iron fence, a marble monu- 
ment simply inscribed with the names of the 
troopers who perished on of near that field, 
while scattered here and there down the slope, 
marking the spot where each man fell at his 
nost, are little marble slabs. Lonely they seem, 
and a bit plaintive in the vastness of the sur- 
roundings, but expressive; mute, yet at the same 
time as eloquent as the words of Simonides. 

On a slight rise of the ground where the little 
‘labs stand thickest is a wooden cross. Its 
inscription is brief, but dramatic: ‘‘Here fell 
Custer, June 25, 1876.’’ 

Looking down that slope toward the river 
and at the wide barren hills that go rolling 
away on either side, the visitor does not require 
an imagination abnormally vivid to picture the 
scene once enacted there or to conceive of the 
horror that must have gripped the souls of those 
gallant soldiers when they realized, as they 
must have done after the first 20 minutes of the 
fight, that all was lost; when they saw swarm- 
ing over the bottoms in front of them hordes 
of blood-maddened savages—Sioux, Cheyennes, 
Utes and Blackfeet—while other hordes cut off 
their retreat on each side and in the rear. 

Neither is it hard to imagine the sickening 
sensations that must have seized the men of 
Maj. Reno’s detachment when they reached the 
spot two days later, to find the air humming 
with the drone of myriads of flies, the sky 
dotted with soaring vultures and the field 
strewn with the naked, mangled bodies of their 
comrades, scalped and mutilated almost beyond 
recognition—here a head missing, there a foot 
or hand gone, now ears.and nose cut off. then a 
face slashed wantonly or a skull crushed. 

This butchery represented the work of the 
hundreds of squaws, Indian children and old 
men who swarmed on the field in fiendish ec- 
stasy after the final charge, knifing, clubbing 
and tomahawking dead bodies to give vent to 


their frenzy of blood thirst. Two bodies only, 
according to most authentic accounts, escaped 


this savage mutilation, and these were the forms | 


of Custer himself—‘“Yellow Hair,” the Indians 
called him, because he habitually wore his hair 
falling about his shoulders—and of Capt. M. 
W. Keogh. Apparently Keogh’s body had been 
spared because of the Agnus Dei worn about 
his neck. 

Both were found with the arms crossed, as # 
sign to the butchers that they were to be passed 
over. 

The Indians had a deep respect for Custer. 
Within two Years he had led 60 successfu! 
charges against them, always escaping un- 
wounded. It was as a token of honor to the 
great white chief that they forbore to take his 
scalp. 


Rain-in-the-Face’s Terrible Revenge 


—__ 


Two brothers of the General, Capt. Tom Cus- 
ter and Boston Custer, and a young nephew, 
Autie Reed, accompanying the regiment as @ 
sightseer, also lost their lives in the encounter. 
Tom’s body was horribly mutilated. The gal- 
lant Captain’s heart had been torn from his 
body and stuffed into his mouth. The nature of 
that fiendish act left little doubt in the minds 
of Reno’s men as to who was the author of it, 
for two years earlier, when Tom Custer had 
personally arrested Rain-in-the-Face, a Sioux 
chief, for the murder of a regimental veterinary 
surgeon, the savage had promised him such a 
fate. 

“Some day I'll cut your heart out and make 
you eat it for this,’ he snarled at the officer, 
uponrbeing put in chains in the guardhouse. 
Later he escaped and is known to have led a 
force of Sioux in the battle. Tom Custer’s body 
gave evidence that Rain-in-the-Face had cerried 
out his threat.

but admitted killing the General. His truth- 
fulness on this point has always been in doubt. 
As to who actually did kill him, there is, of 
course, little means of determining, for bullets 
were pouring into the little group from all di- 
rections, and from thousands of Indian weap- 
ons. However, Yellow Nose, a Ute warrior who 
fought with the Sioux, afterwards declared that 
he killed a white officer in a buckskin suit, who, 
the Indians told him, was Gen. Custer, though 
he had not seen the commander before. 


According to his story, after being wounded 
by the officer, he-rode his pony upon the gal- 
lant fighter, striking him down with the broad 
side of a saber. As he delivered the blow, .he 
said, the officer bent his knees to escape, but 
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The cross which graphically points out the exact 
spot where Custer it can be 
seen the little marble slabs marking the graves 
of his men, who were buried where their bodies 
were found. Custer’s body has been removed to 
a tomb at West Point, where he was graduated 
in the early days of the Civil War. 


offered no resistance with his revolver, which 
appeared to be empty. There were tears in the 
eyes of the white man, Yellow Nose declared, 
but no look of fear on his face, as he crumpled 
in a heap at the summit of a mound. 

Curly, who remained on the field during most 
of the fight, also declared that Custer lived to 
see most of his men die at their posts, and was 
virtually alone, fighting desperately with his 
revolver at the highest point of the field, with 
a circle of dead Sioux around him, when he 
received his mortal wound. It is believed that 
his survival to the last may have been partly 
due to the Indians’ desire to take him alive. 
Several Indians, in telling of the battle, declared 
that he was offered numerous opportunities to 
surrender, but scorned them all, preferring to 
die with his men. 
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When one muses on the thoughts that must 
have passed through his mind as he stood there 
among the bodies of his men, ammunitién gone, 
and waiting for thefatal shot-—-thoughts of the 
women and children huddling in Fort Lincoln, 
far to the eastward, in North Dakota, waiting 
in terrible suspense for news of their loved ones 
and trusting to his leadership to bring them 
back safely, it is not hard to believe that the 
hero of a hundred battles went to his death with 
tears in his eyes. < oe

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After reaching Gen. Terry with the 
news and leading him back to the 
scene of disaster, Curly us dis- 
patched to carry the word to the Far 
West, the Government supply boat 
then tied up at the confluence of the 
Big Horn and the Little Big Horn. 
At that time Curly could not speak 
English and had to deliver his mes- 
sages through an interpreter or by 
pantomime. An interesting story is 
told of how, by his sign language, 
he made known to the men on the 
boat what the fate of Custer had 
been. 

It was a little after dawn, accord- 
ing to the account, on a morning 
late in June, 1876, when an Indian, 
almost naked, came tumbling over 
the high banks of the Big Horn Riv- 
er and made signs to the sentry on 
the steamer that he wanted to come 


aboard. He was permitted to do se, 
but fell fainting from exhaustion as | 
he reached the deck. A drink of 
whisky revived him. | 

“Absaroke,” gasped the Indian, as| 
he staggered to his feet. 

“What does he mean?” inquired 
Capt. Grant Marsh, master of the 
steamer. | 

Then Curly poured forth a string | 
of Crow words, but no one on the 
Far West knew what a single one of | 
them meant. | 

By this time every one on board | 
‘the little steamer was on deck. They 
sensed that the Indian had some-| 
thing of importance to tell them, | 
but they were unable to interpret | 
the message. In addition to the. 
crew and the freight handlers, there | 
was a guard of soldiers on board the) 
boat. « | 

Ourly Grasped a Soldier. 

One of these soldiers had crowded | 
to the front line of the spectators. | 
Curly saw him. He ran over to the | 
soldier, grasped him by the arm and 
pulled him out from the others. 

“Absaroke,” he cried, pointing to 
the soldier. “Absaroke.”’ 

“He means soldier—white sol- 
dier,”” announced Capt. Marsh. 

The Captain then nodded to Curly 
to indicate that he knew what “ab- 
saroke” meant. 

Then followed the dramatio story 
tolc in pantomime. Curly pointed an | 
imaginary gun at the soldier, made | 
the sound of an exploding cartridge, 
and then induced the soldier to le | 
down and play dead. | 

“Somebody has shot a soldier,” 
announced Marsh. 

Curly ran his finger around the |

“The killer was an Indian,” ex-. 
claimed Marsh. “He scalped the, 
dead soldier.” | 


Scalped All in Pantomime. 


Then Curly rounded up all the 
other soldiers and got them all to 
lie down. In pantomime he scalped | 
them all. Ostentatiously he searched 
for more sojdiers and, not finding 

them, stretched out his arms to 
show that those lying on the deck | 
were all that there were. 

“All the soldiers of the party were 
killed ang scalped,” announced 
Marsh. | 

Excitement was at fever heat. | 
From Curly’s story it was evident | 
that a body of soldiers had been | 
killed and scalped. 

“What soldiers were they?” in- 
quired Capt. Marsh, forgetting in his 
eagerness that the Indian could not 
speak English. 


But Curly found a way of answer- 
ing despite his lack of knowledge of 
English. 

He searched among the assembled 
white men until he found one with 
blue eyes and light hair—yellow 
hair. Then, touching his own hair 
and calling attention that it was 
long, Curly ran his fingers through 
the yellow hair of the white man 
and looked around. 

“My God, it’s Custer,” exclaimed 
Capt. Baker, in charge of the mili- 
tary® escort of the steamer. The 
story was plain. Curly had told 
them that Gen. Custer and all his 
soldiers had been killed and scalped 
by the Indians. ' 

Story Confirmed by White Scout. 

Fearing an attack, Capt 
Marsh moved his steamboat to 
midstream. The next morning a 
white scout appeared and confirmed 
Curly’s story. An expedition was 
sent to bury the massacred soldiers. 
Before reaching the battlefield, how- 
ever, this expedition met Gen..Ter- 
ry’s command.and learned that Cus- 
ter and 269 men, including those of 
Reno’s and Benteen’s commands, had 
been killed. 


To Capt. Marsh was assigned the 
task of getting the news of the 
tragedy to the outside world. He 
turned the nose of his little steamer 
down stream, went at top speed all 
night and all day and 48 hours aft- 
erward stopped at the nearest tele- 
graph station 800 miles down stream 
and telegraphed Curly’s story to the 
War Department at Washington. 

Though Curly was-always regarded 
as the sole survivor of the massacre, 
the Government made no official 
recognition of the fact until a few 
weeks before his death when a pen- 
sion was awarded to him. How-. 
ever. he lived to receive only one 
check. 

The battle of the Little Big Horn 
marked the high tide of Indian pow- 
er on the plains. Even though Cus- 
ter and his men went down to de- 
feat and death, they still won a 
glorious victory, for the massacre 
broke the backbone of Sioux resist- 
ance. Perhaps, as some historians 
have remarked, the Indians had a 
lurking feeling that their victory 
had been too complete. After that 
scalp dance in the valley on the night 
after Custer’s disaster their lust for 
blood seemed satisfied and from that 
time forward the campaign was 
only a game of hide and seek, with 
the hostiles demoralized, penitent 
and whipped. The last struggle for 
supremacy of the Great Plains was 
over.

children to the church and the school. In 
one they are supposed to get religion and 


in the other education. 


A more careful study than the 
average person usually gives to 
such things would disclose the 
fact that education is the use 
that ‘is made ‘of schooling, and 
religion is the practice of the 
precepts we are taught in 
church. 


In the education of a child the 
home is of more importance 
than either church or school. 


-Allthinking people agree about 


it. The home is where charac- 
ter is formed, and the more 
forming we do in the home the 
less reforming will be necessary 
outside. : 


If the subconscious mind of a 
child could be filmed and 
screened some wonderful things 
would be revealed. We should 
have a series of pictures show- 
ing the successive stages of a 
child’s mental development. 
First there would be close-ups 
of family faces, then of the 
forms and colors that create 
fear or joy. When he learns 
what feet are for he becomes 
venturesome and the little mind 
urges the wobbling feet out into 
the unknown world of the next 
room. 


Between three and four the 
spirit of the explorer takes pos- 
session and he explores the out- 
of-doors, the garden and the 
woodshed, the old barn and the 
attic. If the lens were sensitive 


enough we should see the shapes 
of fear, of ghosts and gnom 
and fairies! 


But the most important revela- 
tion would be how much a home 
means to a child. Everything 
becomes sacred. The place be- 
comes a shrine, the garden be- 
comes a garden of the gods, and 
if the child’s life is blest with 
even a small amount of har- 
mony and peace—the memory 
of such a place is a source of 
comfort and pleasure through- 
out life. 


In a succession of living places 
the pictures are blurred, mixed, 
chaotic. Impressions lessen and 
dwindle to a point where they 
seem to vanish altogether. 


Only the unthinking will ignore 
the right of a child to a physical 
habitation in which to house his 
fancies, his dreams, his affec- 
tions, his Penates and Lares. 
There are men who see little 
more in a child than a toy, a- 
plaything, but they are ab- 
normal. The great majority of — 
men respond quickly to the 
rights of the child. er 


Theres a law compelling a man 
to send his children to school, 
but only the law of a man’s be- 
ing compels him to provide a 
home—a home, not a lodging or 
a shelter or a rented place—but 
a home for them. 


The thinking man will stop right now and ask himself if he 
is looking well to the future of his family in not providing 
them with a permanent home in happy surroundings.

HE Afridis had _ stolen some rifles 
from the British. The rifles had 
been recovered. The mother of Sha- 
hazada, chief of the desperado band, 
laughed aloud at her humiliated son. 
Shahazada heard also the sound of 
other women laughing at his humilia- 

tion. As their laughter crackled, some of them point- 
ed fingers of scorn at him and uttered .taunting 
words. All this was too much for the discomfited 
chief. He Was angered, though not at his women. 
His anger was directed against the British military 
forces on the northwest frontier of India, whose 
rifles he had coveted. 

And so it came about that Shahazada took in 
hand the sacred book, the Koran, and upon it swore 
a great oath. 

‘I will make the British,”” swore Shahazada, “feel 
the vengeance of the Afridis as never before. I 
have taken their rifles and they have got them 
back.

Ninety miles from Peshawar is Shinawari, the ulti- 
mate outpost of British semi authority. Here Mrs. 
Starr found friends. They were fierce-logking Path- 
ans, yet they were loyal to her cause. Each wore 
slung from his shoulder a long rifle, which seemed 
almost a part of his garb. They were black-bearded 
fellows, clothed in slate-gray garments. Several of 
them volunteered to escort Mrs. Starr through the 
first part of the journey beyond. Two were Afridis, 
men of some influence with the tribe. They packed 
mules with medical equipment and other supplies, 
and set out at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 

This really was the beginning of the perilous part 
of the adventure. From Shinawari onward the perils 
augmented. Inhabitants of native villages were sus- 
picious. Mrs. Starr sought, diplomatically enough,

to learn whether any of them suspected the true 
nature of the expedition. They were close-mouthed. 
At one place where the cavalcade stopped to pass 
the night she was received with apparent friendli- 
ness by the native women, who prepared a savory 
meal of goat’s meat and goat’s milk for her, and 
spread grasses on the ground for her to lie upon; 
but she felt sure that they suspected her of being 
out for the rescue of the white girl, and she had to 
guard her tongue. One notable case of a woman be- 
ing able to keep a secret! 

Mrs. Starr had no sleep that night. She kept 
awake to be on guard against surprise by the enemy. 
Parties of tribesmen passed here and there through 
the village. That loaded revolver in her corsage gave 
her a sense of partial security. She knew how to 
use it if necessity arose. 

Finally, after several days and nights of riding 
and resting, the trail leading up and over mountains 
and through rugged valleys, the expedition reached 
the village of Khandi Bazaar about midafternoon. As 
they approached the place, halting on a height above 
the houses, a group of wild-looking men rode out to 
meet them. This party halted some distance away. 
One man rode forward from each group. The mes- 
senger from the band of Afridis handed Mrs. Starr’s 
emissary a paper. The latter rode back to her, after 
he had read the paper. He did not translate its con- 
tents to Mrs. Starr. 

There was much parleying. Mounted Afridis in 
large numbers rode back and forth. Finally the lit- 
tle party of invaders was permitted to enter the town, 
two unexpected friends, hitherto unknown to Mrs. 
Starr, having approached and addressed her as 
‘lady doctor.” They signaled for her to follow 
them. She slipped away from the rest and joined 
the two, who were leading citizens and promised 
protection. 

The English woman was aware that these men 
understood exactly what was her mission in that 
place of peril. However, they spoke no word to in- 
dicate that they knew. One of them, Azimullah 
Khan, invited her to his house. The hostile Afridis 
surrounded the place. The doors were barred from 
the inside, and the two Pathans and their servants 
prepared to withstand siege. They assured their 
fair visitor that, if necessary, they would die in 
her defense. . 

Thus the plucky little English woman was cut 
off completely from the members of her own party. 
For hours she was unable to get into communication 
with any of them. Meanwhile the angry Afridis rode 
back.and forth, threateningly. That night the mes- 
sage that had been handed to her escort out on the 
road above the town was translated and read to her. 
By its terms she was forbidden absolutely to con- 
tinue upon her journey. Positive threat of death 
was made. 

Later it became possible to get a message through 
the besieging lines from a member of Mrs. Starr’s 
party. It gave her great joy, for it told her that 
Miss Ellis was alive. The girl was hidden only eight 
miles away. Ajab Khan was her jailer. He was a 
brother of Shahazada. He was about to forward a 
message stating terms for release of the prisoner.

ELL, this is as close to heaven as 
I ever expect to get,” was the 
comment that usually greeted us, 
as the weary climber dragged into 
the eyrie that constituted our 
summer home. The home in 
question was a_ 16-feet-square 
house lashed by steel cables to the summit of the 
highest point in the United States east of the Rocky 
Mountains. Heavy steel rods, bolted: through the 
timbers and sunken into the solid rock, further se- 
cured the cabin to its base. ‘‘Why all of these pre- 
cautions?” Well, it is a region of high wind ve- 
locity; and, furthermore, four feet from the founda- 
tion the peak drops away sheer for 300 feet. 
lieve that this explanation is sufficient. 

After a few months’ residence in a home like this, 
one feels a deep and abiding sympathy for goldfish, 
since the sides of the house are made of glass. Six- 
teen feet square—and it has 20 full-size windows- 
Even goldfish, though, may retire occasionally from 
the public eyes and get under a rock, but the occu- 
pant of the house must be at all times in evidence. 

Perhaps it would be well to pause here and ex- 
plain just what this place is and how my husband 
and I came to be spending our summers there. The 
national forests are the Government’s gift to the peo- 
ple. The Forest Service is the means taken by the 
Government to preserve this gift from injury or de- 
struction. There are many branches to this service, 
and each branch has its own particular function; 
but when it comes to fire protection, they are all de- 
pendent upon the lookout men. 

These are the eyes of the-service. They are lit- 
erally set apart from the rest of humanity, for their 
stations usuaJly are built upon the highest and most 
inaccessible parts of the country. Once in a while 
one finds a woman with the hardihood to hold down 
one of these positions; but it is no life for the timid, 
and unless one possesses a deep-set love of nature 
and the out-of-doors, it is an intolerable existence. 
On the other hand, if one does possess these fPerqui- 
sites, he will receive ample return for all of the 
hardships and deprivations that the life requires. 
The experiences of my husband and myself have 
convinced me of this. 

We dropped into the service rather accidentally. 
We had been roaming the Black Hills for a number 
of summers, just having a good time. One day we 
happened to climb Harney Peak, where one of the 
lookout stations for the Harney National Forest was 
located. We decided that a life like thet would suit 
us pretty well, so we applied for a position for the 
following summer. Our application was accepted, 
and it so happened that we were assigned to that 
very station on Harney. 

This particular observatory has two distinctions. 
The first I have mentioned already, that it is the 
highest point in the United States east of the Rock- 
ies. It is 7240 feet above the sea, and on clear days 
one can see from the summit into four states—South 
Dakota, Nebraska, Wyoming and Montana. 

The second unique feature is that Harney Peak 
has more visitors than any other similar station in 
the country. 

Our call to the Peak came early in May. We left 
Nebraska with the fruit trees in bloom and arrived 
in Custer, S. D., in the midst of a blinding snow- 
storm. Custer, I should say, is the headquarters of 
the Harney Forest. 

So heavy was the snowfall that we “were forced 
to lay up there more than a week before we could 
make our way to Sylvan Lake, where the trail 
up to the Peak begins. We had a lot of time to think 
things over. We could see old Harney’s icy head 
rearjng up to the sky, blue-white and forbidding, 
10 miles to the northeast. It didn’t look at all hos- 
pitable. Then, too, we were good material for the 
Forest Service bunch to work on; they told us hor- 
rible tales of the terrible hardships and dangers 
that we would have to encounter. 

According to some of these stories, Amundsen’s 
trip to the Antarctic was a summer’s excursion, com- 
pared to a season on the Peak. We grinned dubious- 
ly at these narratives and did our best to preserve 
a nonchalant attitude. We knew a lot of the stories 
were myths, but we couldn't figure out just where 
fiction left off and realism began. 

The day came when we were to make our start. 
We were introduced to the two Pack burros that were 
to share our existence. These were the most essen- 
tial part of our equipment, for all of our supplies 
miust be packed from Sylvan Lake to the top, a dis- 
tance of three miles. 
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The burros were called 
Brownie and Shaggy ordi- 
narily, but during the course 
of our journey that day we 
called them innumerable other 
things. It was our first duty 
to persuade these self-willed 
animals to accompany us to 
Sylvan Lake. That was seven 
miles by foot, but about a 
day’s journey by burro. In 
our blind and trusting inno- 
cence, we attempted to lead 
them. Since that day we have 
learned that it is/much more 
effective to walk behind them 
and do our persuading with 
a hobnailed boot. 


At the lake a kind-hearted 
forest ranger met us and ini- 
tiated us into the mysteries of 
packing a burro. If anyone 
doubts that this should be 
classed among the fine arts 
he need try it only once in 
order to be convinced forever. 


It was early morning when 
we started to make the ascent 
of Harney Peak. This is a 
slow and tedious process the 
first time in a new season. At 
frequent intervals one has to 
stop and chop a way through 
the trees the winter storms 
have felled across the trail, 


and carefully disentangle the 


telephone wire that is the 

lookout’s sole connection with 

civilization. Nor does the end 

of the trail bring an end to the labor. A perpen- 
dicular wall of granite completely crowns the sum- 
mit of the Peak. At one point this wall is only 20 
feet high, and there we have a ladder for ourselves, 
with a tackle rigged to hoist up our supplies. 

From the top of the ladder it is simply a matter of 
leaving one’s dignity and scrambling up the re- 
maining 30 or 40 feet in the most graceful and 
efficient manner possible. However, that is part of 
the game. 

Once at the summit we settled down to wait for 
the thrills our new life promised. We did not have 
long to wait for the first thrill. It was scarcely 
sundown before the wind began to blow; not in the 
manner in which we were accustomed to having 
winds blow, but with a smashing, ripping force 
that seemed impossible for anything to withstand.
